How the Blood Defends the Body 


Recent laboratory research on the 
blood and on the properties through 
which it defends the boly against the 
invasion of bacterial diseases has 
opened up a field rich in present in- 
formation and richer still in ‘its 
promise for the future. This work 
became possible through the discov- 
ery of the microscope, by means of 
which the apparently fluid blood was 
found to be filled with floating flat, 
circular discs of a pale-yellow color. 
So minute are these discs that it 
takes thirty-two hundred of them 
placed in a straight line to cover the 
span of an inch. In a single. drop 
of blood there are many millions of 
these cells of corpuscles. It is a 
fascinating thing to study the circu- 
lation of the blood through the cap- 
illary vessels, by means of the mi- 
croscope. The capillary circulation 
through the web of a frog’s foot af- 
fords the best and easiest example, as 
the web can be stretched so thin 
that light is easily transmitted 
through it. The capillary vessels 
themselves are so minute in size as 
to be invisible to the naked eye. Un- 
der a microscope of moderate power 
they not only become visible, but 
we can now distinguish passing 
through them a constant procession 
of blood-cells or corpuscles. Most of 
these cells are of the circular disc 
variety already mentioned. These 
are the so-called “red cells” or cor- 
puscles of the blood. Occasionally 
a cell of another variety will be seen. 
It is lighter in color than the red 
cell, granular in structure, and in it 
is seen a central dense portion known 
as the nucleus. It is observed that 
these cells keep close to the vessel 
wall, that they move more slowly 
than the current of red cells, and that 
they have a certain power of inde- 
pendent movement, as well as the 
power to change in shape. Now and 
then we see one of these cells stop 
altogether, and adhere to the side of 
the blood-vessel. As we watch we 
see that the cell is changing in 
shape. The narrow, protruding por- 
tion pushes its way through the cap- 
illary wall, and in a short time the 
entire cell has flowed into the tis- 
sues outside.—From “How the Blood 
Defends the Body,’ September Tech- 
nical World Magazine.

A PRACTICAL 
ANNEXATION 


Austria Gathers In the Provinces 
of Bosnia and Herzegovina 


TURKEY APPEALS TO POWERS 


Demands Protection Guaranteed Her 
by Berlin Treaty-=War Considered 


Out of the Question=-Francis Jo- 
seph Severely Criticised==Confer- 


ence of Powers Expected to Be 
Held to Consider Complication 


London, Oct. 7—The second and 
culminating step in the Austro-Bul- 
garian program for the aggrandizement 
of themselves at the expense of the 
status established by the treaty of Ber- 
lin was consummated last night, when 
Bmperor Francis Joseph formally pro- 
claimed the practical annexation of 
Bosnia and Herzegovina to the dual 
monarchy. ; 

The present situation is as follows: 
Turkey calls upon the powers to pre- 
serve to her what they guaranteed by 
that treaty. Austria and Bulgaria 
strongly declare their determination to 
keep what they have taken. Servia is 
protesting belligerently against being 
hemmed in more strongly between two 
unpopular neighbors and against having 
the Servians in Bosnia absorbed into 
the Austro-Hungarian nationality. 

The other powers concerned in the 
Berlin treaty are discussing the holding 
of an international conference, a mere 
preliminary of which the present situa- 
tion is one of the most delicate prob- 
lems. Turkey’s unexpectedly restrain- 
ed policy minimizes the possibilities of 
war, which now is considered out of the 
question. 

The English papers unite in praising 
Turkey’s moderation and in denounc- 
ing Austria. The Standard, in a typical 
utterance, says: 

“We are sorry for the aged emperor. 
We regret that so late in his long and 
honorable career he has chosen to sully 
his name with a deed which will go 
down in history alongside of the parti- 
tion of Poland.” 

Several of the London newspapers 
question whether or not Emperor Fran- 
cis Joseph is acting against his will. 

A conference of the powers is ex- 
pected to be held within two or three 
months if it can be arranged, but no 
one imagines that it will undo this 
week’s work. Austria declines even to 
discuss annexation and the most that 
is expected is some arrangement that 
will save Turkey’s pride. 

Before the powers agree to ente1 
upon a conference they probably will be 
obliged to define its scope, which will 
be a hard task. British statesmen sug- 
gest that compensation be made to 
Turkey and that guarantees be given 
against further disturbance of the 
status quo. 

It is considered beyond belief that 
any congress would risk a general war 
by attempting to undo the acts of Bul- 
garia and Austria. The supreme test 
is being applied to the Young Turk 
party. If it should insist on war it is 
undone. It may be believed that the 
patriotism and intelligence that en- 
abled it to win a bloodless victory over 
the sultan will prevent it playing into 
the hands of the old regime, 

.Of course there always is the chance 
that an unauthorized frontier clash may 
precipitate hostilities, especially, as is 
well known, the Bulgarians think very 
well of their irmy and believe that it 
could enter Constantinople before the 
Turkish army could be mobilized for 
its defense. And the danger does not 
lie wholly in the hands of Bulgaria and 
Turkey. Servia is greatly agitated over 
the Austrian annexation of Bosnia and 
Herzegovina and has called out her 
army reserves. 


Bulgarla Declares Independence 

London, Oct. 6.—In the ancient cap- 
ital of Tirnovo the independence of Bul- 
garia was proclaimed yesterday, with 
the czar of the Bulgarians as ruler.

An entangling situation 
wil! come when the signatories of the 
Berlin treaty meet to consider what 
action shall be taken regarding the 
violations of the treaty. Great Britain 
last night served notice that it does not 
recognize the right of any of the parties 
to this treaty to violate its provisions 
without consulting the others, but Eng- 
lish diplomats know that the conference 
will resolve itself into a scramble among 
the powers to get what is termed in 
European politics “compensating ad- 
vantages,” which Austria, backed by 
Germany, has already obtained,

Rev. Michael Tierney, bish- 
op of Hartford, ended yesterday after- 
noon, when he succumbed to the stroke 


of apoplexy which bore him down on 
Saturday evening. In the sick room at 
the time were gathered many of the 
priests of the diocese, in addition to the 
clergymen of the household and of St. 
Joseph’s cathedral, a number of mem- 
bers of religious orders and the imme- 
diate relatives of the prelate.

BEARS FRUIT 
‘adications of Speedy Settle- 
ment of Lynn Lasters’ Srike 


GAUNT MEETS UNIONS” AGENTS 


Alleged Grievances. in Other Facto- 
ries a Contributory Cause of Sym- 
pathetic Strike Following Trouble 
in His Factory=<Willing to Arbitrate 
With Strikers, Under Condition, 
Which May Adjust D fficulty 


Lynn, Mass., Oct. 7.—The prospect 
for the settlement of the lasters’ strike 
in this city seems brighter than it has 
since the inauguration of the trouble 
last Friday. At the conclusion of a 
conference held in the office of Mayor 
Porter between Joseph Caunt, in whose 


factory the strike was first declared, and 
the business agents of the two strik- 
ing unions, C. W. Whidden of the 
Lasters’ union and M. J. Tracy of the 
lasting Machine Operators’ union, 
Caunt declared that he and the lasters 
understood each other better and gave 
it as his opinion that an amicable set- 
tlement would soon be reached. 

The conference was held at the sug- 
gestion of the state board of concilia- 
tion and arbitration, which came here 
to hold a joint meeting with the local 
Board of Trade in an effort to bring 
about an adjustment of the difficulty, 
Caunt was about to leave for New York 
when he was requested to meet the 
lasters’ representatives, but postponed 
his trip. 

At the conference it was made plain 
to Caunt that, although the strike was 
called as a direct result of his action 
in installing the new assembling ma- 
chines, certain alleged grievances in 
other factories had been a contribu- 
tory cause of the sympathetic strike. 
He told the union men he was willing 
to arbitrate with the strikers in his 
factory and that he was willing to take 
the matter up with the representatives 
of the lasters. He said, however, that 
it must first be determined whether he 
was the sole cause of the strike or 
whether the strike was brought about 
by the dissatisfaction existing in the 
other factories. 

If the lasters decide that the trouble 
exists in Caunt’s factory alone, Caunt 
said he would demand that all the last- 
ers who went on strike in the other fac- 
tories should go back to their work 
before he would make any concession 
to his own men, but that if the latter 
condition prevails, then he must insist 
that the other manufacturers be made 
a party to settlement action. 

The lasters called a meeting to con- 
sider the proposition and Whidden and 
Tracy will meet Caunt and Porter in 
the mayor’s office again today, 


Sailors Not Allowed to Land 
Manila, Oct. 4.—While the American 
battleship fleet sailed into Manila bay, 
its arrival brought little elation to the 
American element of the city. This 
was because of the navy department's 
strict orders that none shall be permit- 
ted to land from the fleet for fear of 
cholera contagion. As the Connecticut 
led the line past Corregidor the garri- 
son there fired the admiral’s salute. 
Four cases of cholera are reported in 
Manila, including that of C. D. Mitch- 
ell, an American dentist, whose wife 

died of the disease a fortnight ago, 


Professional Burgiars’ Work 
Northampton, Mass., Oct. 5.—A bold 
burglary was discovered when the 
janitor of the dry goods store of J. E. 
Landie & Co, found the company’s 
safe had been blown open and that $600 
in cash and a gold watch had been 
taken. Entrance to the building was 
gained through a second story window 
by means of a ladder. People living 
within thirty-five feet of the rear of the 
store heard no sound.

The opening exercises of the Ando- 
ver theological seminary and the 
Harvard divinity school began Satur- 
day morning at 9.30 in Divinity chap- 
el, Cambridge. Prof. J. H. Ropes, 


’89, Andover Seminary, spoke on 
“Some ideals of theological students”. 
While the Andover theological 


seminary has neither ground nor 
buildings in Cambridge yet, it will 
retain its identity and remain sepa- 
rated from the Harvard divinity 
school. The courses will be conduct- 
ed in the buildings of the Harvard 
school until the seminary can acquire 
property of its own. Two of its pro- 
fessors are in Cambridge, Prof. Plat- 
ner and Prof. Arnold. 

Six students are enrolled in the 
seminary, all of them new men this 
year, as none of the old students ac- 
companied the seminary to Cam- 
bridge. Last year the registration 
was 13, but it is not felt that the fall- 
ing off in numbers it attributable to 
the change to Cambridge. In the 
Harvard divinity school 21 men are 
enrolled.

Boston, Oct. 5.—It took a single bal- 
lot for lieutenant governor to complete 
the Republican state ticket at the state 
convention here after Eben 8. Draper 


ef Hopedale and the four other state 
officers had been nominated by acclama- 
tion. . 


EBEN 8S. DRAPER. 

Louis A. Frothingham won the second 
place on the ticket in a spirited contest 
with John N. Cole of Andover and Rob- 
ert Luce of Somerville. After the first 
and only ballot had shown 754 votes for 
Frothingham, 453 for Cole and 318 for 
Luce, both Colt and Luce withdrew, 
and their suggestion that the nomina- 
tion of their opponent be by acclama- 
tion was accepted by the convention. 
The state ticket for the November elec- 
tion will be as follows: 

Governor, Eben S. Draper of Hope- 
dale; lieutenant governor, Louis A. 
Frothingham of Boston; secretary of 
state, William M. Olin of Boston; treas- 
urer and receiver general, Arthur B. 
Chapin of Holyoke; auditor, Henry BR. 
Turner of Malden; attorney general, 
Dana Malone of Greenfield; presidential 
electors-at-large, John L. Bates, Bos- 
ton: Albert H. Goetting, Springfield.

The convention, which in point of 
numbers was the largest ever held in 
Massachusetts, there being 1546 dele- 
gates out of 1550 present, was a rather 
quiet and uneventful affair until the 
contest for lieutenant governor was 
reached on the program. After that 
there was much excitement and enthu- 
siasm as well as a rather heated con- 
troversy over the method of taking the 
vote for the three candidates. 

The delegates were treated to a sur- 
prise when Luce called for recognition, 
and, receiving it, proceeded to nominate 
himself for lieutenant governor, in a 
particularly eloquent speech, which he 
prefaced with an explanation that Rev. 
A. E. Winship, who had agreed to pre- 
sent his name, had been detained at 
home by illness. Luce’s argument in 
his own behalf was ably delivered, and 
appeared to meet with considerable ap- 
proval. Cole’s name was then pre- 
sented by Charles W. Bosworth, while 
Frothingham’s was offered by Asa P. 
French, 

The platform was not completed un- 
til after the convention proceedings 
had begun because of a discussion over 
a labor plank. | The main planks de- 
manded tariff revision and legislation 
to provide a more elastic currency and 
endorsed The Hague conference. 

A navy adequate to make the _posi- 
tion of the United States impregnable 
and respected abroad was advocated 
and the administration of President 
Roosevelt and the candidacy of Taft 
and Sherman were endorsed. The only 
reference to labor was a_ declaration 
that the party felt no need of making 
any protestations of its interest in the 
cause of labor, being content to stand 
on the present state laws. 


Vahey For Governor 
Boston, Oct. 2.—With scarcely a jar 
fn the harmony of its proceedings, the 
Democratic state convention elected a

How long it is possible to keep meats 
in a frozen state is unknown, but in 
ehemical and microscopic examinations 
of beef and poultry W. D. Richardson 
has detected no alteration after a year 
and a half. As muscular tissue cools 
to just above 80 degrees F., the water 
Separates as ice, contracting the fibers 
and forming an armor that it is impos- 
sible for bacteria to penetrate. The go- 
lution remaining in the fiber becomes 
very concentrated, so that bacteria al- 
ready present cannot multiply or re- 
main active, and it is almost certain, 
though not absolutely proved for all 
cases, that all germs artificially intro- 
duced into frozen meats must lose their 
vitality and die. Muscular tissue re- 
turns to its normal appearance when 
thawed slowly, though the meats must 
look changed if the thawing is rapid.

Used to Make the Goobers Look 
Clean and Pretty, 


LONG AND CAREFUL TOILET, 


Besides Being Powdered, the Nuts Are 
Brushed and Polished and Sized Bo- 
fore They Are Roasted—Cooked at 
the Mill by Experts. 


There is not much to a peanut, to 
look at it. It grows on a farm and Is 
ready to eat after it has been roasted. 
A careless deduction would link up 
the farmer, the commission merchant 
then the grocer or Michelangelo. 
That would be a mighty careless de- 
duction, though. The first time a lot 
of unroasted peanuts are encountered 
rub one on a piece of dark cloth and 
observe the white mark it leaves. That 
is talcum powder. They powder pea- 
nuts to make them look pretty, which 
is just why sister powders her face, 
and in that particular peanuts and girls 
are both alike. 

Any farmer can grow peanuts, but 

no farmer can sell them to the con- 
sumer. The peanut he grows is not fit 
to put on a stand, at least not until it 
has been touched up. Look at the pea- 
nuts on the next push cart and see 
how even they run as to size. They 
have all been sorted. Observe ‘how 
clean they are and how white this lot 
is, how gray that lot is and how uni- 
form all the different lots are. They 
have been sorted. 
« When the peanut is grown it is gath- 
ered and carried to a miller, who puts 
it in a great bin and later carries, it 
over to his mill, where he has a con- 
trivance just chock full of brushes. 
These brushes get almost every fleck 
of sand and dirt out of the peanuts, 
which is more than the farmer could 
have done if he had spent the summer 
trying. Then the brushed peanuts go 
on to.another sort of mill, and by 
being tossed about they get their hulls 
polished, and while that is being done 
they are peppered with talcum powder, 
so that by the time they come out of 
this machine they are as white as they 
are to appear In public. 

But the peanut is not ready for mar- 
ket yet. It is alongside a lot of larger 
or smaller ones, hurting the appear- 
ance of the larger ones, while it does 
not enhance the value of the smaller 
ones. To even up matters the output 
of the talcum powder polishing ma- 
chine is run out on to a great canvas 
belt, which travels for fifty feet or 
more slowly. On either side of. this 
belt are boys and girls. These sort the 
peanuts as they pass; this squad pick- 
ing out the biggest, that squad taking 
the next largest, and so on down till 
the smallest are left. Shells that have 
dodged the powder rag are thrown 
back into the mill, and broken hulls 
are thrown away. 

That is about all for the peanut now, 
excepting the roasting. It has to be 
roasted. There is a popular supersti- 
tion that the Italian vender roasts the 
peanuts in his little push cart. All he 
does is keep them hot. They are roast- 
ed at the mill, tons at a time, cooked 
to a nicety by experienced men, who 
have thermometers and all sorts of 
appliances to show them when a pea- 
nut is “done.” This roasted product is 
the one that the Italian buys, and 
when he gets it he pops it into his lit- 
tle fake roaster and warms it over. It 
takes a long time and a lot of work 
and hosts of boys and girls to get the 
nickel’s worth of hot roasted peanuts 
in the red and blue striped bag, but 
there is a reason for it all, and the 
reason is that a sack of even run small 
sized peanuts will find aebuyer quick- 
er than a sack of big and little ones 
all mixed up together. The stomach 
likes the eye to make a good report. 
and the peanut commission merchant 
understands that a shining shell, with , 
indentations filled with talcum, pleases 
the eyes, and he has no compunctions 
about the powder box, because he has 
found out that in roasting the heat 
drives off the surplus talcum, so that 
is why if one wants to find out for 
true about this trick of the trade it 
will be necessary to get hold of an uD- 
roasted and not a roasted peanut. 

By way of good measure it might be 
added that the shelled peanuts, gener: 
ally sold salted, have been run through 
a thrashing machine, which breaks the 
hull and blows it out of the way. Only 
“Spanish shell” nuts can be so treated. 
The tougher hulls have to go to Signor 
Italiano.—Kansas City Journal.

gala dresses. The 10,000 francs which 
he had to pay for the embroidery on 
his coronation robe he did not consider 
too high a price. But his embroidered 
frock coat that bad cost him 3,500 
francs and which became too tight for 
him not Jong after its first year he 
ordered to be widened by pieces of 
cloth and the new seams to be cov- 
ered with embroideries. The bill for 
his throne, however, foots up to a 
pretty considerable amount, The outer 
drapery of purple velvet, trimmed 
with gold lace, was 10,200 francs. 
The red velvet panels were strewn 
with inworked golden bees at 5 francs 
apiece, and above the fauteuil the em- 
peror’s coat-of-arms was seen in raised 
embroidery; total cost, 16,200 francs. 
The inner drapery consisted of blue 
satin with gold lace at 9,600 francs. 
Gold embroidered stripes for the inner 
trimming cost 8,500 francs. Embroid- 
ery on the blue velvet fauteuil amount- 
ed to 8,020 francs, the foot cushion to 
1,200. In addition there were 1,050 
bees on the unembroidered panels of 
the baldachin at the price of 5,250 
francs. Altogether the price of Na- 
poleon’s throne was 53,970 francs.—

Plans 
of the house are drawn and carefully 
studied by the raiding officers, for the 
doorkeeper of the club is prepared at 
the slightest alarm to senda warning 
to his customers, and every vestige of 
gambling apparatus will mysteriously 
disappear and the raid fail.’ A careful- 
ly planned ‘ruse, therefore, has to be 
evolved which will disarm suspicion. 

During the day a body of “reserve” 
policemen will receive a communica- 
tion from the station that they will be 
required to parade’ at a certain hour, 
and they meet ‘with no idea of what is 
expected of theft: ‘They are drawn up 
in’ }ine, and after names have been 
called over they are dismissed from 
the station one by one, with the in- 
junction to be in the immediate neigh- 
borhood of’a ‘certain street ina couple 
of hours and not to get near the spot 
before the prearranged moment. 

The first officer to appear on the 
scene is the one In charge of the raid. 
He is always disguised and usually 
looks like a well dressed man about 
town. He passes the club carelessly, 
but it is sufficient for him to learn 
from a confedeygte inside that gaming 
has commen A policeman then 
saunters to the corner of the street 
and stays there as though he were on 
“point” duty. Then, not till then, is 
the information of the precise club to 
be raided secretly conveyed to the at- 
tacking force in their hiding places, 
while the club, unconscious of its im- 
pending fate, pursues its gambling. 

The first difficulty to surmount is to 
get past the burly doorkeeper. If this 
is not successfully done the raid will 
end in failure. Presently the sound of 
a drunken song is heard in the dis- 
tance, and two apparently rough look- 
ing men come staggering along. As 
they near the entrance to the club they 
begin disputing and soon come to 
blows. The doorkeeper peeps through 
the wicket and orders the Men away. 
One of the men rushes at the wicket 
and challenges the doorkeeper to “come 
outside like a man” and at the same 
time shouts out something about the 
character of the house. The combat- 
ants continue fighting, and the officer 
at the corner comes along and orders 
them away. The men return, however. 
to “have it out with the doorkeeper.” 
The noise increases, attracting home- 
ward bound gentlemen in evening 
dress, who gather round and urge the 
men on. wf 

The doorkeeper by this time becomes 
alarmed, for the rowdy crowd will 
frighten away his clients. Perhaps 
just at this moment a member of the 
club arrives and seeks admission. The 
door is opened with the utmost caution 
to admit him. Before he has time to 
fasten it the two officers hastily secure 
the member and rush upstairs. The 
two combatants were disguised police- 
men and the onlookers detectives. 

As soon as an entrance into the club 
has been effected the constable at the 
corner sounds his whistle, and before 
the sound has died away the whole 
neighborhood is alive with police. If 
the house boasts of a trapdoor on the 
roof, the flash of lanterns will be seen 
up there, the men having been con- 
cealed among the chimney pots since 
it was dark. The front door is secured, 
and the police form a guard around 
the house, so that escape is impossible. 

Meantime the scene upstairs is one 
of the wildest excitement. The gam- 
blers, intent on business, had not no- 
ticed the scuffle in the passage, and 
the first intimation they get of the 
state of affairs is when the door is 
thrown open and the officer in charge 
calls on them to regard themselves as 
his prisoners. Then they realize their 
position. The tables are overturned, 
and card counters and money roll all 
ever the floor as the members endeavor 
to escape. They make for the street 
floor, but, balked in this direction, hur- 
ry to all parts of the house to hide. 

The crestfallen members of the club 
are conveyed to the station, each in 
the custody of two officers. Then the 
house is searched for the gaming ap- 
paratus. Every inch of the place is 
examined, for gamblers have remark- 
able contrivances whereby they can 
hide their apparatus in the event of
